The Applicant states that the cited prior art of record fails to render sufficient support wherein " a first step of making decision of 
said channel at a certain timing in said one radio station, said timing being based on a predetermined constant period or a variable period, 
and said timing being independent of a detection of interference; .... " 

The Examiner cites Cervelto, p. 6 lines 25-27, as support for this claim limitation. Accordingly, the cited portion is made mention 
in order to show that the measurement of the channel conditions are performed during a- time totally independent of the channel decision 
period. The Examiner would like to further state that on p. 20 lines 5-12 teaches that upon receiving and channel quality report, which 
specifically implies a time prior to the current time, a determination is made as to when to change channels. 

Therefore based on the Examiner's prior rejection and the present comments, claims 1,3-11, 14-24, 27, 29-38 and 56 stand 
rejected.. 
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
